RICH GOLD DEPOSITS. 


Americans Interested in New Dis- 
ecoveries in Argentine Republic. 
«WY ‘TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Herald’s Buenos Ayres 
cable special says that great excite- 
ment has been created here by the dis- 
covery of rich gold deposits near Man- 
doza. An American firm is interested. 
Several mines have been opened, and 
the ore taken out has proved to be re- 
markably rich. That part of it brought 
here for assay by the government as- 
sayer ran thirty-five ounces to the ton. 
This is believed to be a fair average 
for all the ore taken out. The discov- 
ery of the deposit was kept a profound 
secret until the owners could perfect 
their plans. 

Samples of the ore have been sent to 
London, and banking houses in the 
United States have been interested in 
the financial operations.

as the ore is free, milling development 
will be easy, and the cost moderate.

His Fatal Ilimess Due to a Fall 
Which He Received 
Last. Month. 


The Closing Days of His Long and 
Useful Life Passed in the Midst 
of Seenes Which He — 
Most Loved. 


worse became quite marked shortly af- 
ter midnight on Wednesday, and at 
2 o’clock Thursday morning the family 
became alarmed and sent for the doc- 
tor. At that time Dr. Whittaker found 
his patient almost unconscious. Mu- 
cous had filled the bronchial tubes ard 
his breathing was labored. Dr. Whit- 
taker gave him a little water and whis- 
ky, which he swallowed with difficulty. 
He seemed, however, to be partially 
conscious of what he was doing. He 
then sank into a heavy stupor, from 
which he never aroused. It was Known 
at 2 o'clock in the morning that the 
beginning of the end had set in, and the 
family was so notified. 

At 10 o'clock this morning Dr. Whitta- 
ker found the patient gradually sinking. 
He gave him a little water and whisky, 
which was swallowed mechanically. 
Judge Thurman was perfectly uncon- 
scious and remained so until he passed 
away at 1:15 o'clock In the afternoon. 

At the final scene all the members of 
the immediate family were at his bed- 
side. He seemed to be free from all dis- 
tress and during the morning hours all 
that the sorrowing family could do was 
to moisten his parched ‘ips at inter- 
vals. Those present at the death scene 
were: Mr. and Mrs. Allen W. Thurman 
and the following grandchildren: T.é, 
Miss Catherine, Allen G., Jr., Daniel C. 
and Sterling Thurman, all children of 
Allen W. Thurman.

GOV.M’'KINLEY'S ANNOUNCEMENT 
COLUMBUS (0O.,) Dec. 12..— Upon 
learning of the death of ex-Senator 
Thurman this afternoon, Gov. McKin- 
ley said: “The death of Judge Thur- 
man is a deep loss to Ohlo, and to the 
nation. His long and useful public 
career, characterized as it was by no- 
bility of purpose and purity of charac-

in an unconscious condition. He passed 
merely from sleep temporal to sleep 
eternal, and the change was hardly 
noticeable, even to the loved ones who 
surrounded his bedside. - 

In the midst of the volumes of knowl- 
edge he prized so dearly and amid the : 
scenes where he has spent so many 
pleasant hours of happy old age, the 
vital spark took wings from the image 
of clay. 

Shortly after his fall several weeks 
ago Judge Thurman's bed was moved 
from the adjoining bedroom to his be- 
loved library and he remained there. 
Judge Thurman has lived with his son, 
Allen W. Thurman, since-the death of 
his wife several years ago, and, being 
unable to leave the house, took up 
apartments in the second story of the 
residence where he spent the last days 
of his life in a remarkably pleasant 
and agreeable manner. 

The beginning of Judge Thurman's 
fatal illness dates from November 7 
last, when he fell heavily while walk- 
ing across the library floor. A few 
days after the fall Judge Thurman's 
life was despaired of, but he rallied 
from the shock, and at times seemed 
to have regained his old-time vigor. 

On November 13 Judge Thurman was 
82 years of age, and on that date sev- 
eral of his old friends called on him, 
and he had a pleasant chat. On that 
oceasion he smoked @ cigar with his 
friends, and seemed unusually cheerful 
and bright. Since the accident he has 
had his good days and his bad ones. 
He has been confined to his bed nearly 
all the time and his physician, Dr. W. 
H. Whittaker, called on him daily. 
That he was steadily growing weaker 
was apparent to all, and it has been 
known for some time that his lease on 
life could not be protracted much 
longer. 

On account of his confinement to a 
bed, Judge Thurman began to be af- 


the people, irrespective of party or pol- 
itics. His death removes one of the 
nation’s greatest statesmen, and one 
of Ohio’s greatest citizens, and we all 
mours his loss as we would a beloved 
riend.” 


Gov. McKinley tonight issued the fol- 
lowing: 

“Ohio has lost one of its noblest citi- 
zens. Allen G. Thurman died at 1 o'clock 
today at his home in the city of Colum- 
bus. at the ripe age of 82, He was a 
statesman: whose sturdy and exalted 
abilities were recognized not only in 
his own State, but in every part cf the 
United States. As a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court of the State he was a 
jearned and incorruptible interpreter of 
the law. As United States Senator he 
faithfully and with exceptional honors 
represented this State in the United 
States Senate. He was a distinguished 
party leader, and stood in the front 
rank with the great men who were his 
contemporaries. 

“After being the recipient of many 
honors at the hands of’his party and 
his countrymen, he retired to private 
life with the universal respect and 
esteem of the citizens of the republic 
and the love of all who had the honor 
of knowing him. His illustrious career 
is a conspicuous example of the possi- 
bilities of American citizens, and is 
worthy the sturdy of the youth of our 
State. The people of Ohio, regardless 
of party, will be mourners at his bier. 
Out of respect to his memory it is 
hereby ordered that the flag be dis- 
played at half-mast over the State 
Capitol until after the obsequies.”’ 

It was decided to have the funeral at 
the residence at 10 o’clock on Sunday. 
Effort will be made to have the serv- 
ices as private as possible, but all who 
desire will be given an opportunity to 
view the remains at the residence.

Whittaker noticed that he did not con- 
tinue his French conversation as long 
as usual] and soon tired of his cigar, and 
when’ he got back into bed his pulse 
was rather feeble. 

When Dr. Whittaker saw Judge Thur- 
man on Wednesday about 4 o’clock, he 
seemed listless and rather heavy about 
his eyes, and in his. mental operations.

Senator Pefler Inveighs Against 
Funeral Expenses.

Ex-Speaker Grow Attacks the 
Tariff Features of the ~ 
Recent Message. 


Senator Frye Reintroduces His Bill 
for the Settlement of the Ratl- 
road Debts—New Bills 
Introduced. . 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The pro- 
ceedings of the Senate today were more 
varied. They covered the entire range 
of legislation from the introduction of 
petitions, bills and resolutions, to the 
passage of bills, and included two for- 
mal addresses. A bill extending the Chi- 
cago port of entry so as to cover the 
State of Hlinois received the final In- 
dorsement of the Senate, having already 
passed the House. This will probably 
be the first bill of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress to become a law. 

Almost an hour of the session was 
devoted to listening to Senator Peffer’s 
advocacy of his bill curtailing the ex- 
penses incurred in Congressional funer- 
als, and providing that a sergeant-at- 
arms shall take the place of the com- 
mittee now sent out by the two houses 
as escorts to their honfes of the remains 
of deceased members. 

Senator Thurston of Nebraska today 
introduced a bili for the settlement of 
the Pacific railrcads’ debts. It pro- 
vides for the sale of the government's 
Interest in both the Union and Central 
Pacific railroads on July 1, 1896, to the 
highest bidder, but there shall be no 
sale unless the bid be at least 50 per 
cent. of the government interest. The 
bill is very long, and devoted mainly 
to the details of the transfer and man- 
ner of sale. Its main features have 
been already published. 

Ex-Speaker Grow of Pennsylvania 
made a speech in the House today of 
almost an hour on the portion of the 
President’s message referring to the 
tariff, in. which he compared the old 
protection tariff laws with the cus- 
tom laws. He showed that the new 
law, up to December 1, had produced a 
deficiency of $131,000,000, while under 
protection measures from 1880 to 1893, 
the revenues had exceeded the expen- 
ditures by $1,.310,000,000. He attributed 
the depletion of the gold reserve to the 
payment of current deficiencies out of 
the rederve and maintained that the 
green backs would not menace the re- 
serve if there was sifficient revenue. It 
being apparent that Secretary Carlisle's 
report would not be ready this week, 
the House adjourned over until MonJay. 

Senator Frye today reintroduced his 
bill for the settlement of the Pacific 
railroads’ indebtedness. This bill is 
based upon an investigation made six 
years ago by the committee of which 
Senator Frye was chairman. It pfo- 
vides for incorporating the roads and 
branches in one general company and 
giving a mortgage to the government 
on the whole property with bonds run- 
ning 100 years with gradually increas- 
ing interesi, beginning for the first ten 
years atl per cent. and increasing to 
2 per cent. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12..—SENATE. 
The proceedings in the Senate today 
began witn the present. t On of the u:ual 
petition for the recognition of bellig- 
erent rights of the Cuban insurgents. 
‘Senators Cameron and Harris both of- 
fered motions for the adjournment of 
the Senate until Monday, when it 
should adjourn today, and the Vice- 
President created a ripple of laughter 
by putting both moticns at once. They 
were adopted.

A MARVELOUS GUN. 


One of Maxim’s Latest Inventions En 
Roate to Washington. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—What is 
@laimed to be one of the best rapid- 
firing guns invented by Maxim arrived 
here today from Liverpool on the Ma- 
jestic and is now on its way to Wash- 
ington. The gun came in charge of W. 
Broderick Cloete, who represents 
Maxim, The gun is only a trifle over 
four feet in length and weighs only 
i127 pounds. The inventor guarantees 
its ability to fire 600 rounds per minute, 
er ten shots a second. It is intended 
as a naval piece and will have to be 
tested before it can be accepted. Ac- 
cording to Cloete, no other country in 
the world owns a gun that for the size 
can do as much in a short time as can 
this gun. It is technically described as 
an automatic gun, and consists of a 
barrel surrounded by a water-jacket 
and the requisite mechanism. 

It is entirely automatic in action, be- 
ing filled with ammunition by ineans 
ofa belt. One man is required to work 
it and he can devote his entire attention 
to pointing it. It is adapted especially 
for defense against torpedo-boats with 
high speed. 

As it is adapted to the'use of smoke- 
less powder, a distinct target may be 
maintained at all times and enable the 
gun-firer to hit any moving object at 
long range without even using * the 
sight. Its caliber is large enough for 
the use of projectiles. of sufficient 
weight to penetrate the sides of lightly- 
protected boats,.The gun is soa ight 
that, when firing at a rapidly moving 
object, it can be trained with the ut- 
most ease. The left shoulder of the 
gun-firer being firmly pressed aguinst 
the shoulder-piece and his right hand 
on the pistol grip, he has complete con- 
trol over the movements of the gun. The 


velocity of the projectile will be abou 
1200 feet per second. .

He was for a 
long time national Republican com- 
mitteeman from Nebraska and a news- 
Three years ago a paper published 
in Chicago began writing up scandal- 
ous articles about prominent Sioux 
City people. It made a business of ex- 
torting money from people by the 
threat to write them up. Hart acted 
as a go-between to compromise these 
matters and receive the money. A 
trap was laid and he was caught re- 
ceiving money. After a long, sensa- 
tional] trial he and Lewis, the corre- 
spondent, were convicted. Lewis 
served his term, but Hart took the case 
to the Supreme Court, which has now 
held that he must serve out his term. 
Hart claimed he had no connection 
with Lewis, and was merely acting as 
a friend of the people to whom he 
went. The Supreme Court holds that 
the claim of friendship was a mere 
pretence, “and there is direct evidence 
as to his guilt,” the opinion says, in 
the attempt to extort from Gilman 4pd 
Hedges. The record is full of facts 
and circumstances which point plainly 
and clearly to his guilt. The judgment

Many of the 
bodies were horribly mutilated. 

The loss of life on the steamer Kung- 
Pai, which blew up at sea, was 550 in- 
stead of 800 as at first reported. In 
addition 150 were badly scalded and 
burned. Of the officers and crew - only 
thirteen were saved. Most of those 
killed were Chinese soldiers. As a re- 
sult of the recent attempt of Hong- 
kong Chinese conspirators to capture 
Canton, fifty-three Chinese have been 
executed. 

The Hsien-Fu correspondent of the 
North China Daily News writes that 
the Mohammedan rebellion in the north- 
west is spreading. So far the Moslems 
are having it aJl their own way, as the 
Chinese are unwilling to fight. The 
imperial troeps sent against them have 
been annihilated, twenty battalions be- 
ing utterly routed. 

At Chemulpo on November 13, forty- 
eight men of M.S. Edgar were 
drowned. A company of seventy-one 
men was returning from shore in a boat 
which was capsized by heavy seas. All 
were drowned except three officers and 
eighteen men. 


HAWAIIAN INTELLIGENCES. 


Seattle Merchants and Sugar-plant- 
ers—Frank Godfrey’s Claim. 

HONOLULU, Dec. 6.—(Wired 
San Francisco Dec. 12.) The merchants 
of Seattle, Wash., have made an offer 
to the Hawaiian planters. They are 
willing to furnish a site for a sugar 
refinery; remit the State and county 
taxes for a term of ten years and offer 
other inducements. The idea is to ship 
raw sugar to Seattle and refine it there, 
and have the vessels return with mer- 
chandise or freight. If the offer is ac- 
cepted it will be a severe blow to San 
Francisco, which now virtually controls 
the Hawaiian trade. 

No definite news hes been received 

from J. B. Atherton, C. M. Cook and 
H. P. Baldwin, the committee sent by 
the Hawaiian planters to make a new 
agreement with the Sugar Trust. Ac- 
cording to the present contract, the 
trust buys the entire sugar crop of the 
Hawaiian Islands at the price prevail- 
ing in New York, with certain commis- 
sions added. Unless the planters gain 
their point an acceptance of Seattle's 
offer is within the range of possibili- 
ties. 
Minister Willis has informed this 
government that the United States will 
not take action on a claim of $50,000 
damages made by one Frank Godfrey 
to the American Secretary of State. 
Godégrey’s communication for damages 
contained two complaints; one being 
that he was detained at the cholera 
hospital twenty-four hours longer than 
the period generally observed. The sec- 
ond is a claim that in September last 
he was attacked by masked men and 
tarred and feathered by them. Affida- 
vits sustained the second charge. 

The Hawatian government was in- 
formed by Minister Willis that the 
first charge made by Godfrey was not 
sent to Washington, . having bee 
dropped here. So far as the seco 
charge is concerned, the American gov- 
ernment made reply that it was a mat- 
ter solely for the local courts to act 
upon and that the complaint will not 
be given recognition at Washington. No 
mention was made of citizenship, but it 
is believed that the American govern- 
ment is cognizant of the fact that God- 
fred has subscribed to the oath of alle- 
giance to the republic and is a qualified 
votér under its laws. 


THOSE TOPEKA GHOULS. 


Legal Proceedings to Be Had Against 
the College Authorities. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 12.—The Cath- 
olics of this city have been greatly 
aroused by the discovery of the third 
body at the Kansas Medical College. 
Rev. Father Hayden has interested 
himself in the matter, and openly de- 
nounces the college as a menace to 
the community... He_discountenonces 
any riotous action, but is determined 
that no more “bodies shall be taken 

from the Catholic cemetery. 

Lawyers have been employed, and 
the college authorities will be pro- 
ceeded against, although it has not yet 
been decided whether a criminal or a 
damage suit will be instituted. A 
number of hot-headed people still con- 
tinue to make threats of violence 
against the college, but it is believed 
that all danger of such action is 
passed.

Riley Grannan Rans Up Against

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—(Special 
Dispatch.) James F. Caldwell, the 
Starter at Ingleside track, arid Riley 
Grannan, the well-known “plunger,’ 
had a row in the bar-room of the Pal- 
ace Hotel this evening, and but for the 
interference of friends they would have 

had a Donnybrook Fair. 

Grannan was a heavy loser at the 
track today. One of his friends stated 
that he lost over $5000 on two races, 
which makes his losses for the season 
something like $60,000. He has been on 
the toboggan slide ever since he reached 
San Francisco, but until today he has 
never been known to grow serious over 
his losses. He had been drinking when 
he met Starter Caldwell in the Palace 
bar, and the meeting was a signal for 
hostilities. 

They began to discuss the stake race. 
Grannan said that the start was the 
worst he ever saw. Caldwell denied the 
allegation and said that while it ap- 
peared to the grand stand that Sally 
Clicquot had been leftatthe post, the 
filly, as a matter of fact, had fallen on 
her knees just as the flag dropped, 
which left her several lengths in the 
lurch. Then Caldwell expressed the be- 
lief that Santa Bella would have won 
anyway, and was willing to back his 
opinion with bet... 

“Well, I'll just bet you $500 that 
Clicquot can wina match race between 
the two horses,” retorted Grannan. 

Caldwell refused to make tho bet, and 
Grannan thereupon expressed his opin- 
ion of the starter in no uncertain terms. 
At this point the story is divided into 
two versions. Grannan and his friends 
say that Caldwell and his friends tried 
to strike him in the face with his fist. 
No blood was shed, but the encounter 
was the chief topic among the sports 
tonight, as Grannan’s irritation was due 
far more.to his losses than to drink, 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1°. — Riley 
Grannan the “plunger” and Starter 
Caldwell had a difficulty tonight and 
Grannan got the worst of it in the shape 
of two black eyes. Grannan, who, it 
is said, lost $30,009 in the last few weeks, 
made some uncomplimentary remarks 
about Caldwell’s ability as a starter, 
and accused him of crookedness. He 
also applied an offensive epithet to 
Caldwell and the trouble commenced. 

Caldwell is large and strong, while 
Grannan is very slight. For a minute 
or so the fight was very lively, but the 
men were soon separated by specta- 
tors. Caldwell was uninjured, while 
Grannan’s eyes are in mourning.

NOISY GERMANS. 


The Debate on Socialism Continued 
im the Reichstag. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


BERLIN, Dec. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) In the Reichstag today Herr Haus- 
mann, National Liberal, declared that 
the tone of the speech of the Minister 
of War, Gen. Brougart von Schellendorf 
yesterday, when he said, among other 
things, that should the police fail and 
the army be required to deal with so-" 
cialism, there would be no child’s play, 
etc., lowered the standard of the good 
taste of the House. > 

Herr Hausmann made other remarks 
on the subject which resulted in his 
order. 

Dr. Schoenstedt, the Minister of Jus- 
tice, replying to Herr Hausmann’s 
strictures of the administration of jus- 
tice, said that athe authorities were far 
from wishing . to. prosecute on the 
charge of lese majeste uneducated peo- 
ple who were guilty of thoughtless re- 
marks. But, he continued, the public 
prosecutors were doing their duty in 
prosecuting those who they found 
guilty of carefully-calculated insults 
which appear in the Socialist press. 

This called forth a vehement interrup- 
tion from Herr Liebknecht, the Social- 
ist leader, which led to his being called 
to order. 

Herr Bebel, who precipitated the up- 
roar in the Reichstag yesterday, de- 
clared that the public prosecutors have 
a double set of ears and that socialists 
are dragged to prison, while a Hammer- 
stein is allowed to escape. He had 
heard there were letters from Conserv- 
ative leaders containing outrageous lese 
majeste. The speaker was interrupted 
here by loud cries from the right of 
“produce them.’’ 

Dr. Schoenstedt, the Prussian Minis- 
ter of Justice, replied that if offenses 
must be judged according to the tenden. 
cies of the authors, he was of the opin- 
ion that the tendency of the Socialists 
made their insults to their sovereign 
dangerous and penal. 

Chancellor von Hohenlohe said that 
the Emperor’s declarations against the 
Socialists ‘were entirely justified. 

“TI shall take care,” said the Chan- 
cellor, “not to follow Herr Bebel’s ad- 
vice to restrain the Emperor from 
strongly expressing his indignation in 
the future as he has done in the past.” 


MACKAY’S MISSION. 


Going to Paris to Bring Home His 
Son’s Body.

A DOUBTFUL SITUATION. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Vienna says that Gen. 
Nigra, Italy's Ambassader in Vienna, 
said that it was impossible to say what 
would be the outcome of the present 
situation in southeastern Europe. The 
fear of war, however, would probably 
prevent collisions between the powers. 

The semi-official Pesther Lloyd says 
the Sultan’s just suspicions of the loy- 
alty of the triple alliance and the pow- 
ers have given deep offence. Count 
Goluchowsky’s idea is to preserve, not 
to destroy, the Ottceman Empire. He 
refused to sanction proposed coercive 
measures. The situation will remain 
serious until the promised reforms are 
realized. The Tageblatt says: “Im- 
provement is impossible under =the 
reigning Sultan.” 

WARSHIPS PASS THROUGH. 

ROME, Dec. 12.—A dispatch received 
today from Constantinople says that 
the. British gunboat Dryad and the 
Italian gunboat Archimedes passed 
through the Straits of Dardanelles to- 
day, owing to a brawl at Stamboul. A 
panic is said to prevail at Galata and 
Pera today. ' 

REPULSED: BY THE CHRISTIANS. 

ATHENS, Dec, 12.—An official report 
says that a strong Turkish force on 
Tuesday twice attacked the positions 
occupied by the Christians at Vryse in 
the Island of Crete. The Turks lost 
thirty-five killed and waunded, while 
the Christians lost six. 

A TRIFLING BRAWL. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 12.—The 
pante which broke out at Galatea anda 
Pera today on account of a rumor of 
disorders in Stamboul soon subsided, 
and the shops were opened when it 
was learned that the trouble was 
merely a trifiing brawl. 

ITCHING FOR PLUNDER. 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The Daily News 
will tomorrow publish a dispatch from 
Constantinople which says that for 
days past Turks and Kurds have been 
pouring into the city from the devas- 
tated regions of Asia Minor. Their 
primary object is the disposal of the 
loot which they have obtained during 
the massacres. They are also hopeful 
of a richer harvest in the event of the 
permitting of rioting at Stamboul. 
Their stories, coupled with the display 
of plunder, have -inflamed the lowest 
Classes of Moslems with an aching de- 
Sire to attack the bazaars. Thay are 
ready to seize upon the slightest prov- 
ocation. for an attack. It is unwhole- 
somely significant of the state of af- 
fairs that the government is seizing 
and deporting daily numbers of Arme- 
nians from the poorest, but robust, 
classes. ' 

The news from the interior increases 
in horror with every mail. At places 
within a short distance’ massacre and 
pillage are still of daily occurrence, 
and everywhere destitute Armenians 
are flocking into the large towns where 
there is no means of feeding them, 
No news has been received from Zei- 
toun, and none is expected until all 
the Zeitounlis have been killed. The 
district swarms with Bashi Bazouks, 
and every road and bridge is guarded 
with. troops.

The schooners. which 
go to the Japan coast with the Indian 
crews will start earlier thaf usual, £0 
much time is lost on the west coast 
where Indians are obtained. 

Part of the fleet will start next week, 
and the rest Will leave shortly after 
Christmas. In the past schooners for 
Japan have not left Victoria until the 
new year, but they found they ‘had 
very little time to refit the schooners 
after the trip across the Pacific. . 

The boat-steerers and pullers have 
succeeded in getting a raise in wages. 
Last year they got 50 cents'a skin,while 
this year they will get from 65 to 76 
cents. All the hunters get one-fifth of 
the lay.

Contest Over the Big Estate of Mar- 
tina Castro Despaux. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SANTA CRUZ, Dec. 12.—The bigges 
suit eve” known in this county w 
commenced today in the Su 
Court. It involves the poss 
over thirty-six thousand acre 
and rmgore than six hundred pefsons are 
made defendants. The value of the 
land is estimated at about $2,000,000. 
The Soquel, San Andreas and Soquel 
Augmentation ranches are sought to 
be recovered by the heirs of: Martina 
\Wastro Despaux. The land is located 
at. Capitolo, Soquel, Highland and 
Wright's, and extends into Santa Clara 
county. On the land are churches, 
schoolhouses, railroads, wharves and 
big ranches, some of which have been 
in possession of: the. present owners 
for over thirty years. 

The story of: the claimants reads 
more like a romance than anything 
else, and the first chapter in litigation 

today when Elizabeth Peck,:-a 
grand-daughter of Mrs. Despaux, was 
appointed administratrix of the latter's 
estate. Mrs. Despaux died some five 
years ago, so that letters of adminis- 
tration had to be takén out by tomor- 
row,. at least, or the petitioner would 
have been barred by the statute of 
limitation. Mrs. Despaux was the 
was the daughter of Joaquin Castro, a 
physician and surgeon in the Mexican 
army, who was given a Spanish grant 
to the San Andreas ranch: Later his 
daughter was granted by the Mexican 
government the Soquel ‘ and’ Soquel 
Augmentation ranches. 

In 1850 Despaux, who was a French 
adventurer, was shipwrecked near 
Soquel and taken to the home of the 
deceased. She had already been mar- 
ried twice, first to Simon Cotta and 
then to Michael Lodge. paux was 
@ young man, while she was advanced 
in years. She nursed him back to 
health and strength and fell in love 
with him, thé result being that they 
were married in San Juan by Father 
In 1850, the year of 
“the marriage, she made an agreement 
with the children to let them have pos- 
sion of the land if they would pay the 


taxes and keep squatters off. his 
agreement was in force until 1855, 
when she gave an absolute deed to the 


ranches to Archbishop Alemony and: 
| Fathers Ingolshe and Liavares. Des- 

ux now sought to abandon his wife 
e leaving on a ship. which was 


_ wrecked and he was forced to return 


to her. 

. Imagining that she had been wronged, 
she made arrangements to go to Mexico 
to appeal to the government for protec- 
tion under the treaty which that coun- 


‘try had with the United States. Des- 


paux was to.take her to Mexico, but, 
imstead, he took her aboard a_ ship 


bound for Honolulu. When that port 
was reached he obtained all of her 
money, leaving her penniless, and de- 
serted her and was never heard of 
again. She sold the furnfture she had 
brought along for housekeeping to ob- 
tain passage money for San Francisco. 
When she arrived at her home in So- 
quel, after her unlucky experience, she 
was hopelessly insane. A. few days af- 
ter her arrival a decoy letfer was sent 
her from San Francisco, saying her 
husband longed to see her. Still lov- 
ing the man who had so crueily de- 
serted her, she went in response and 
the relatives heard nothing of her. She 
nad disapp afed completely as though 
the earth had swallowed her up, until 
relatives who happened to visit the 
Stockton Insane Asylum recognized 
her, although she was weak and wast- 
ing away. She had béen committed 
from San Franficisco without her friends 
having had any opportunity to go to 
her. The relatives at once had her re- 
leased from the asylum. 

In the meantime those who had been 
granted an absolute deed to the ranches 
brought suit in ejectment against the 
chikdren. After years of litigation, the 
case was decided in favor of the chil- 
dren with the exception of a one-ninth 
interest, which was decided to belong 
0 the plaintiffs, it being Mrs. Despaux’s 
share. The ground of action to depose 
the present holders of the land will 
be that, as Mrs. Despaux was insane, 
the agreement with the children and 
the absolute deed were null and void, 
therefore it follows that all subsequent 
deeds are of no force. The plaintiff 
says she can prove that her grand- 
mother was insane as early as 13847. 
There are seven heirs to the estate. 
For some years preparations have been 
under way toward beginning a suit 
involving much research among old 
deeds and the Mexican archives. 

J. O. Wanser, an attorney who is fa- 
miliar with the title to the ranches, 
says that the defendants need not worry 
over the result of the litigation, as the 
Supreme Court has repeatedly declared 
that the deed from Mrs. Despaux to 
the children was absolutely perfect.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.—Durrant 


will not go to San Quentin just yet. 
Once more the Supreme Court has come 
to the rescue of the murderer and Judge 
Murphy has been advised by Chief 
Justice Beatty not to persevere in his 
refusal to grant a.stay of execution.

Alexander Collie Goes to the urave 
With Few Mourners. 

(PEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Two men were 
the only mourners at Woodlawn ceme- 
tery yesterday at the funeral services 
over the body of Alexander Collie, a 
man who a few years ago was known 
in every European capital. In the civil 
war he was a noted blockade-runner, 
who established headquarters at Wil- 
mington, N. C. Under the guns of Fort 
Fisher, this blockade king carried on 
a thriving trade in the contraband arti- 
cles of war and exported the cotton 
of the South. 

Collie, who at one time could have 
drawn his check for millions of dol-

his home untill he settled in Columbus 
in 1853, where he has since resided. iJis 
education was reveived in the Chilll- 
cothe Academy, and at the hanus o7 
his mother at the age of 18 he assisted 
tm land surveying, and at 21 he was 
private secretary to Gov. Lucas. Ile 
studied law witn his uncle. Gov. Wl- 
liam Allen, afterward was admitted to 
the bar in 1895, and in a few years was 
employed in aimost every litigated case 
in Ross county. 

In 1844 he was elected to Congress 
by the Democrats, and entered that 
body December 1, 1845, as ts youngest 
member. Preferring the practice of 
law he declined a renomination. to 
Congress, and remained at the bar un- 
til 1851, when he was elected to the 
Supreme bench in Ohio. From Decem- 
ber, 1854, to February, 1856, he served 
as Chief Justice, and on the expiration 
of his term refused a renomination. 
His opinions, contained in the first five 
volumes of the State reports, are re- 
markable for clear and forcible expres- 
sion, and the accuracy of his state- 
ments of the law. In 1867 he was the 
choice of his party for Governor of 
Ohio. Rutherford B. Hayes, his oppo- 
nent, was elected by-a majority of less 
than 3000 votes, though the Republicati 
majority in 1866 was more than 43,000. 
Mr. Thurman was then elected to the 
United States Senate to succeed Ben- 
jamin F. Wade. He took his seat 
March 4, 1868, and from the first was 
recognized as the leader of the Demo- 
cratic minority. He was a member of 
the Committee on Judiciary, and on the 
accession of his party to power in the 
Forty-sixth Congress, he was made 
chairman of the committee, and was 
aiso chosen president pro tem, owing 
to the -iliness oof Vice-President 
Wheeler. In 1874 he was elected to the 
Senate for a second term, and in his 
twelve years of service ending March 
4, 1881, he won a reputation for judicial 
fairness and readiness, and dignity and 
power in debate, especially upon ques- 
tions of constitutional law. 

Besides his labors in the Judiciary 
Committee, he rendered valuable serv- 
ice in the Committee on Private Land 
Claims. He wes the author of the act 
to compel the Pacific Railroad corpora- 
tions to fulfill their obligations to the 
government, since known as the “Thur- 
man Act,’ the passage of which he 
forced in spite of the combined influ- 
ence of those companics. His argu- 
ments against the constitutionality of 
the Civil Rights Bill have been = sus- 
tained by the United States Supreme 
Court in language that is almost identi- 
cal with that of his speeches. Efforts’ 
to secure for the rebellious States the 
most favorable reconstruction lecisla- 
tion in which he vigorously persisted 
while in the Senate, led to a charge 
that he had disapproved the war for 
the integrity of the Union. His true 
position he thus defined in a letter to 
a friend: “I did all I could to help to 
preserve the Union without a war, but 
after it began I thought there was but 
one thing to do, and that was to fight 
it out. I therefore sustained all consti- 
tutional measures that tended, in my 
judgment, to put down the rebellion. I 
why? believed in the doctrine of seces- 
sion.” 

Mr. Thurman retired from the Senate 
not only with the high regard of his 
partisan associates, but also with that 
of Senators of opposite political views, 
one of whom, James G. Blaine, with 
whom he often contended in debate, 
says in his “Twenty Years in Con- 
gress:” “Mr. Thurman’s rank in thé 
Senate was established from tne day 
he took his séat, and was never low- 
ered during the period of his service. 
He was an admirably-disciplined de- 
bater, was fair in his method of state- 
ment, logical in his arguments, honest 
in his conclusions. He had no tricks 
in discussion, no catch-phrases to se- 
cure attention, but was always direct 
and manly. . His rétirement from 
the Senate was a serious loss to his 
party—a loss, indeed, to the body.” 

Gen. Garfield, before his election to 
the Presidency, had been chosen to suc- 
ceed Mr. Thurman in the Senate; but 
the contest had not interrupted 
friendly relations of many years’ stand- 
ing, and, as a mark of his regard, the 
new President, soon after his inaug- 
uration, associated Mr. Thurman with 
Williem M. Evarts of New York and’ 
Timothy O. Howe of Wisconsin on the 
commission to the International Mone- 
tary Conference to be held in Paris. 
In the Democratic National Convern- 
tion of 1876, Mr. Thurman received 
some votes as a Presidential candi- 
date. In 1880 the first ballot gave him 
the entire vote of the Ohio delegation 
in the Democratic convention with con- 
siderable support from other States. In 
1884 he Was a delegate-at-large to the 
National Democratic Convention. was 
again put in nomination for the Presi- 
dency, and stood next to Cleveland 
and Bayard on the first ballot. In 
the convention of 1888 he was nomi- 
nated for Vice-!President by acclama- 
tion, but with Cleveland, was defeated 
by Harrison and Morton at the election 
in that year.

The First Squad of New York’s 
Sent Out.

THE MANITOBA DISPUTE. 


A Test Election is Won by the Do- 
minion Government. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—A special to 
the World from Toronto says that the 
Dominion government decided, before 
appealing to the country in a general 
election, to hold an election in an On- 
tario constituency to sound public opin- 
ion on the Manitoba school question 
and the promised remedial legislation. 
‘The election was.held in North On- 
tario today and the district returned 
McGillivray, the Conservative govern- 
ment candidate, giving him 1479 votes 
to 996 for Brandon, the farmer candi- 
date and 820 for the Liberal candi- 
date. McGillivray’s Plurality over 
Brandon is twice as large as the last 
government candidate received in 
plurality over the Liberal candidate. 
The government is elated, and it is 
thought a general election will be or- 
dered shortly after the first of the 
year. 


eral expenses were paid by a son of an 
old friend. There is no name on the 
coffin-plate, for he died under the as- 
sumed name of George McNeil. Alex- 
ander Collie’s home in London, situ- 
ated in Kensington Gardens, was one 
of princely hospitality. It was gor- 
geously fitted up and had a corps of liv- 
eried servants and the entertainments 
given there were on the most extrava- 
gant and lavish scale. This grand estab- 
lishment was especially made the home 
of the Confederate officials and friends 
of the Confederacy in England, and 
Collie had often as his guests ex-United 
States Senator J. S. Mason, the Corfed- 
erated Ambassador to England, and Sii- 
dell, the Confederate representative to 
France. 

At Wilmington, N. C., the firm leased 
one of the handsomest houses in the 
city. During the war A. Collie & Co. 
went into the cotton and cotton goods 
trade, and opened branches in Egypt, 
British India, Australia and South 
America. Operations were begun: on a 
gigantic scale, and, in an effort to cor- 
ner cotton goods in all the markets of 
the world, in the early ‘70s, Collie & 
Co., made the largest failure known 
in the history of commerce. His 
liabilities above his available assets 
were about £40,000,000, equivalent to 
$200,000,000. Alexander Collie, the head 
of the house, who was held responsibie 
for the failure, had to flee from Eng- 
land, and he was spirited away to the 
private yacht of a friend, in which he 
sailed to Barcelona, Spain. His flight 
from England caused an immense gsen- 
sation, and though pursued by credit- 
ors and detectives, he successfully 
eluded them. From Spain he went di- 
rect to South America, and, in a few 
years, reappeared at the White Sulphur 
Spvrings as a traveling artist, George 
McNeil by name. He was there recog- 
nized by George Peterkin Grant, a 
wealthy Englishman, who owns a hand- 
some estate at the Springs. 

Grant kept Collie’s secret, and he re- 
mained in that vicinity for several 
years. He afterward went to Richmond, 
where, owing to his knowledge of 
finances, he became associated with 
Col. H. C. Parsons, James G. Blaine, 
Gen, Butler and others in the Richmond 
and Allegheny Railroad. 

Prosperous for a time, he protected 
other railroads, but misfortune seemed 
to follow him, and finally he became 
egain embarrasecd, and, comparatively 
without means, came to this city. One 
of the strangest things in connection 
with the “blockade king” was that al- 
though he lived in comparative poverty 
in New York, his wife was living in 
luxury in Los Angeles. As Alexander 
Collie he was supposed to have been 
lost at sea. He evidently made some 
disposition of some property in favor if 
his wife and went to a life of obscurity 
and poverty alone. 

He was turned out of the Harlem 
Flat, where he lived several years ago, 
and went to live at the Colonial Hotel, 
on One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street. There he was found by several 
friends, among them Richard Lamb, 
eldest son of Col..Lamb of Fort Fisher. 
These men experienced much difficulty 
in aiding him, on account of his pride.

DEATH OF ALLEN G. THURMAN. 


Allen G. Thurman, whose death oc- 
curred yesterday, was a man of unique 
personality and of acknowledged abil- 
ity when in his prime. His extreme 
age and growing infirmities had of late 
years disqualified him for participation 
in active political life, yet he was fre- 
quently consulted on affairs of current 
importance, and his opinions were 
highly valued by his political con- 
freres. 

Mr. Thurman achieved his greatest 
distinction during his services as a 
United States Senator, from 1869 to 
1881. The important national legisla- 
tion of that period bears the impress 
of -his power and influence. He was 
one of the ablest of debaters among 
his colleagues, and bore an unques- 
tioned reputation for fairness and con- 
sideration in his treatment of oppo- 
nents. 

With his retirement from the Senate 
Mr. Thuiman’s public career practic lly 
closed, although he was regarded as an 
availabie candidate for high prefer- 
ment, and in 1888 was nominated for 
Vice-President on the ticket with Mr. 
Cleveland. 

In a purely political sense, Mr. Thur- 
man’s death cannot properly be re- 
garded as a great present loss to hir 
party, for he had ceased, some years 
ago, to be an active force in its coun- 
cils. But he enjoyed, in a remarkable 
degree, up to the time of his death, the 
love and admiration of his party asso- 
ciates. By them, and not by them 
death will be sincerely 
mourned throughout the land. 


WILLIAM M’KRINLEY. 


The Times’ Washington letter notes 
the fact that Gov.

THE FOREMAST CANDIDATE FOR

The Staying Qualities and Solid

High Methods, Wisdom and Prudence 
Characterize the Management 
of His Political Interests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6,.—Whatever 
may be individual preferences as to 
who shall receive the Republican Prés- 
idential nomination, no one can fail to 
admile the manly, dignified and wise 
campaign now being made in behalf of 
Gov. McKinley of Ohio. Headquarters 
have just been opened in Washington, 
and the character of the men in charge 
are of the very best. State Librarian 
Joseph P. Smith of Ohio, who has for 
years been Gov. McKinley's intimate 
friend, has practically the charge of the 
Washington headquarters, and he is as 
far removed from the ward politician 
as it is possible for an organizer to be 
and yet his record in that line has been 
a good one. National Committeeman 
Hahn, Gen. W. M. Osborne of Boston, 
Mark Hanna of Cleveland and Powell 
Clayton of Arkansas are among those 
actively at work. Of these, the latter 
is the nearest approach to what is 
commonly termed a practical politician, 
while all are men who wield a power- 
ful Mmfluence. Gov. McKinley’s cam- 
paign bears a strong resemblance to 
his own political history. He came 
suddenly imto national fame and it was 
confidently predicted that he was a 
man of the hour only and would dis- 
appear as had others who were made 
prominent by reason of measures bear- 
ing their names. Instead-of this, it 
was demonstrated that his leading 
characteristic was not pyrotechnio bril- 
liancy, but safe, sagacious, conserva- 
tive statesmanship, as has been shown 
by the remarkably even tenor. of. his 
two successive administrations as Gov- 
ernor of Ohio. Thorough - wisdom in 
the handling of the troublesome coal- 
mining question in the Hocking Val- 
ley when Governor, and in. dealing 
with troubles of the same nature, and 
of even greater magnitude, Gov. Mc- 
Kinley has succeeded in quelling all 
disturbances without the firing of a 
gun. It was asserted in some quarters 
that his present campaign started with 
a flourish of trumpets and a sponta- 
neity throughout ‘the country that 
threatened an early dissolution on ac- 
count of its being so premature. And 
there was very gtfeat danger, as confi- 
dently predicted, that it would lose its 
force before the convention. Like his 
administration, it has now settled down 
to a normal condition, and reports from 
different sections of the country. show 
that his supporters are growing in 
numbers and .strength daily. . Mean- 
while, Gov. McKinley remains in Co- 
lumbus, taking no open part in his 
canvass, even by words, and leaving 
the matter in the hands of men who 
will use only those methods compatible 


with the dignity of the position sought 
for. 


The same old wail comes up from the 
Public Printing Office, only it is a little 
more pronounced and prolonged than 
before. That there. will in the not far 
distant future be a calamity by side of 
which the accident at the oki Ford The- 
ater will pale into insignificance, Is ad- 
mitted by all who are conversant with 
the facts. Seven years ago, the grand 
jury condemned the building now being 
used for the Public Printing Office and 
men were afraid to work in it. Today 
the government engineers are trying to 
prop up the floors, and thus prevent the 
bending girders from breaking. It is 
only a question of a short time when 
it will fall, and how many of the 1400 
employees will be buried in the debris 
is a question that makes the blood run 
cold when it is thought of. There would 
have been-a new government Print- 
ing Office building before this nad not 
Gen. Mahone owned a tract of land 
he wanted to sell for the site, and the 
question of the building itself was lost 
in the mazes of the fight as to that par- 
ticular location. Now, Gen. Mahone is 
dead, the property has been sold and 
unless another simifar question arises, 
it is probable that the present Congress 
will take action. If not, the chances 
are very favorable for the building fall- 
ing, as did Ford’s Theater, and if it 
does, there will be much greater loss of 
life. The grand jury demands a new 
building, the Public Printer is fighting 
hard to obtain an appropriation for 
one, and no one appears to »ppose it, 
but that same state of affairs has ex- 
isted for four successive Congresses and 
nothing has been done. 


Congressman Bowers of California 
cannot be termed a one-idead man, and 
if he does not leave his impress upon 
the statutes of the United States, it 
certainly will not be his fault. Up to 
date he has introduced bills to estab- 
lish a-‘postal savings bank department; 
to repeal all laws authorizing”the issue 
and sale of United States bonds; es- 
tablishing a uniform system of natur- 
alization; prohibiting officers or em- 
ployes of national banks from holding 
any office in a savings bank; and pro- 
hibiting the appointment of aliens to 
offices or places of trust or profit under 
the government of the United States. 
Which one of these he will put his 
work in upon, has not been determined, 
and it usually requires a, Congressman’s 
individual time and attention to engi- 
neer one bill making radical changes 
without scattering his efforts cver too 
many. The measure to establish a pos- 
tal savings bank, which is not new, 
has a number of friends among the 
members, but will meet with consider- 
able opposition as increasing the ex- 
pense of a department that nas never 
been self-supporting. 

Upon the naturalization question, 
Representative Grove L. Johnson of 
California has introduced a bill amend. 
ing the naturalization laws so that no 
alien shall become a citizen who-has 
not for five years preceding the time 
application is made been a resident of 
the United States, and who cannot read, 
write and speak the English language. 


It having been several days since 
President Cleveland returned from a 
| squirrel-hunting expedition, during

|! upon his message, he could not remain 
(in Washington during the first two 
-weeks of Congress, it being necessary 
for him to go to the North Carolina 
coast, duck hunting. In this sport he 
has met with his usual success, and 
has maintained the high reputation he 
has earned as a sportsman. He is a 
fine shot, and an expert angler, two 
qualities that probably are not pos- 
sessed to so marked a degree by the 
ruler of any other civilized nation on 
earth. He has been known to kill 
twenty squirrels without missing a shot 


and the ball invariably penetrating the 
heads of*the animals. . 


Probabiy the most important meas- 
ure introduced as yet is the bill pre- 
sented by Senator Squire of Washing- 
ton appfopriating $87,000,000 fer coast 
defenses, to be constructed within the 
next twelve years. New York, Phila- 


delphia, San Francisco, and New Or- 


leans will have the largest proportion 
of.the funds, while a considerable 
amount is to be expended on Puget 
Sound. This bill meets the full ap- 
proval of the War Department officers, 
and of Gen. Miles. Very strong efforts 
will be made to pass it, but it will also 
encounter determined opposition. This 
will come from some who have always 
been in favor of the plan of defending 
the sea-coasts, but who ‘are more 
strongly in favor of the eee of 
the N .Canal. It is not  be- 
lieved that the sea-coast defenses that 
cost $87,000,000 can be passed by the 
same Congress that will have to ap- 
propriate or guarantee $150,000,000 for 
the Nicaragua Canal. Both are stu- 
pendous undertakings, and the passage 
of one would necessitate postponement 
of the other. Senator Squire’s bill has 
therefore not been greeted with cheers 
by many who have always insisted up- 
on.the construction cf coast defenses, 
because they deem the Nicaragua Canal 
as of equal benefit in case of war by 
giving a short cut. between the oceans, 
and of the utmost importance to con» 
merce in the time of peace, while the 
coast defenses would entail large ex- 
penses to maintain them without be- 
ing of any commercial importance. 


Alaska will’ receive much more ‘at- 
tention during the present session of 
Congress than eyer before. There will 
be no opposition to the measure to give 
it a civil government, and the boundary 
question will be vigorously discussed, 
pte that matter is. scarcely in 
“ for any direct legislation, and 
will not be until. after the commission 
has acted and the final reports been 
made. Seldom has any matter created 
more interest than the Alaskan boun- 
dary question, and the people have 
made up their minds that the United 
States shall insist upon every possible 
right there, a sentiment that has per- 
meated Congress. 


“Dave” Brown of Montana has be- 
come famous in Washington for his 
“staying” qualities. Commissioned five 
times as collector of customs, and his 
nomination held up each, time by the 
Senate, he held right on to the office, 
although drawing no salary for three 
years. He has enough of this world’s 
goods to live without an office, and has 
held the collectorship for the honor that 
there was in it, and also with a pleas- 


ure in keeping the whole United States 
Senate at bay. 


George A. Knight of:San Francisco, 
the well-known lawyer, is in the city 
on private busiriess, but is'not so en- 
gaged that he cannot stop to say a 
good word for the Pacific Coast. Visi- 
tors from the far West, traveling men 
returning from that section, Senators 
and Representatives, all unite in say- 
ing that times are improving all the 
way from Mexico to British Columbia, 
and especially so as important gold dis- 
coveries in California, Colorado and 
Idaho have brought an influx of new 
people,.and attracted a good deal of

THE LABOR CONVENTION. 
Typesetting Machinists Want Shorter 

_ Hours—George Francis Train. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

-NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—When the 
fourth day's session of the fifteenth an- 
nual convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor opened, not over, fifty 
delegates were present. . Several re- 
ports were presented. 

A communication’ from the type-set- 
ting machinists, which asked for 
shorter working hours, caused some 
comment. The Rules Committee de- 
cided to have the matter settled by the 
convention. It was claimed that this 
body of men should come under the 
head of the Typographical Union or 
the Machinists’ Union. There is to be 
a conference of the various delegates 
interested in these matters. tonight, 
and decision was deferred until after 
that time. 

A communication was received from 
George Francis Train, who desired to 
address the convention. His offer was 
accepted. : 

‘President McBride introduced Mrs. 
Mary Burt, president of the Women’s 
Christion Temperance Union of New 
York. She said she came to bring the 
greetings of Miss Frances Willard, 
who, through the delegation, took the 
members of the convention by the 
hand in kindly sympathy. The Feder- 
ation of Labor and the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union had many pur- 
poses in common, and through well-di- 
rected efforts of the federation this 
country would take first rank in the 
industrial world. Mrs. Burt spoke of 
the result of liquor among the work- 
ingmen, and said the federation should 
seriously. consider it. Pes 

Mrs. J. H. Stuckenburg, superintend- 
ent of-the division of temperance and 
labor of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Cambridge, :Mass., 
spoke at some length on the object of 
her society. She said that the labor- 
ing people had much to do to look 
after the liquor question. 

Mrs. E. D. Marion, national superin- 
tendent of the Department of Purity 
in Literature and Art, and Miss Fran- 
ces J. Barnes, national superintendent 
of Young Woman’s Work of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Unton 
spoke on similar subjects. 

It was voted to have the speeches of 
the first two representatives printed in 
the official organ of the federation. 

E. J. Cowey, the English representa- 
tive of the Miners’ Union, was then 
called to the platform. He said he 
had good news for the people, and 
that was that the big strike of ship- 
builders in Scotland had at last been 
settled and the capitalists had failed. 
The terms are an increase of wages 
now and again in February. Cowey 
said be .believéed in unionism, and be- 
cause of it he was‘here. In closing he 
said:- “I-hope the time will come when 
the English-speaking people shall be- 
come united on one common ground 
against our enemy, capital.” 


Church Unity and Christian Unity. 

arper’s -‘Weekly:) There has been 
so much sincerity in the movement for 
what is called Christian union, and 
such a fine manifestation of wide and 


noble charity, using the word charity in | 


its best sense as meaning the love and 
esteem of others, that it seems almost 
unkind to say that the cause has not 
advanced this year. And yet this is 
not only the fact, but it is doubtful, 
from what has been said by prominent 
ecclesiastics and by important ecclesi- 
astical bodies, if the cause can be said 
to have made any advance at’ all. 
Whether this is to be keenly regretted 
or not depends altogether upon the 
whole state of the church and of the 
Christian world. 

The good people who have been en- 
gaged in the work for union are per- 
haps not doing the best that can be 
done for their religion; it may be that 
they are wasting effort and strength, 
and that no human being is made much 
nobler or purer for their earnest, hon- 
est, prayerful toll. What they have 


tin 


been striving for is not Christian, but 
church wnion, and in that they have 
failed, because they have undertaken 
one of the most difficult of tasks—the 
task of making men believe and con- 
fess that the organizations that they 
and their forebears have planned and 
perfected, and then defended and even 
fought for, are, after all, not s0 

for the accomplishment of their object 
as some other organization, the work of 
some other men. Such a confession is 
an acknowledgment not only of the 
weakness of him. who makes it, but of 
the folly or blindfiess of those who 
have gone before him, in whose clear 
ness of vision and sound judgment the 
man of this generation has faith that 
he is far from reposing in the wisdom 
of his contemporaries. So it is not to 
be wondered at that the Pope an- 
nounces that he cannot consent to a 
union of his church with that of Eng- 
land unless his primacy is. acknowl- 
edged and his rule submitted to. Nor 
is it strange that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury should declare that in his 
mind a condition precedent to union is 
the acceptance of the creed and organi- 
zation of the establishment over which 
he presides. On this side of the water, 
too, it seems that the Episcopal church 
is not willing to surrender its distin- 
guished features. Doubtless all these 
are right, for the preservation of their 
different forms of worship of their dis- 
tinctive ceremonies, und of their social 
customs is essential to the in- 
clusiveness of church life in BPnglish- 
speaking countries. We are not all 
fitted to be Episcopalians, nor would we 
all be content with the simplicity of 
Methodism. 


THE HOLIDAY EVIL. 


| Christian Shoppers Appesiled to to 


Reform an Inhuman Practice. 


In an editorial article upon “An Evil 
of the Holidays,” Edward W. Bok, in 
December Ladies’ Home Journal, enters 
vigorous protest against the long hours 
of most. exhausting, debilitating work 
imposed upon young girls who earn 
their own livelihood by clerking in 
stores—those making specialties of 
goods to attract holiday shoppers. Mr. 
Bok contends that nine hours of duty 
by day, frequently _supplemented by 
still more exhausting toil in the store 
of evening, when suffering from the 
day’s fatigue, is inhuman, and a prac- 
tice that must result in most injurious 
effects upon our future womanhood. 

- « « “Let any woman not accus- 
tomed to standing try the experiment 
of remaining on her feet for nine hours, 
for, even where resting facilities are 
provided these girls, their duties call 
for a standing posture during the 
greater part of their working hours. 
The strain of the position is a fearful. 
one in itself. No account need even 
be taken that during all these hours 
every faculty possessed by these girls 
must be on the alert. And during the 
holiday season the strain is tenfold 
upon them during daylight hours. The 
constant stream of purchasers gives 
them not a moment of leisure from the 
time they reach their counters in the 
morning until - nightfall—in thousands 
of cases not even time for lunch can be 
taken.” Mr. Bok asserts that some mer- 
chants have proven that business, even 
in holiday times, can be successfully 
and satisfactorily conducted without 
keeping their stores open in the even- 
ings, and that all others would find it 
expedient to close at 6 o’clock if wo- 
men shoppers would refuse to patronize 
those who are destroying the health of 
their girl clerks by adding evening 
work to their taxing daily tasks, even 
during the holiday season. Mr. Bok 
appeals to women to take such a stand. 
“Such a reform is human,” he writes, 
“therefore it should appeal to women.”

STABLE ON WHEELS. 


Magician Herrmann’s Finely-ap- 
appointed Car for His Horses. 

Magician Herrmann arrived in this 
city over the Santa Fe line from San 
Diego yesterday afternoon at’ 2 o’clock 
in his private car with his party and 
brought with him two other. private 
cars, one for his baggage and the other 
for his five horses. The living and 
baggage cars are well appointed, but 
of. the , routine order. The car de- 
voted to Mr. Herrmann’s stable is 
unique and deserves the attention of 
people who take an interest in driving 
stock and the treatment they should 
receive, 

There are five horses in the stable, 
Cock Robin, Addie, Matchless, 
Queenie and Perfection. The first 
four can be-driven together in a four- 
in-band or in spans in tandems. One 
end of the car is devoted to the 
horses. There are four water-tanks 
overhead for their use and each horse 
also has a padded stall, in which no 
amount of jolting short of a wreck can 
hurt him much. | 

The other end of the car is for the 
six men’ who attend to the stable, 
twenty-seven sets of harness: and the 
following rigs:. Four-in-hand, body- 
brake, Kensington, English tandem 
cart, coupe, Palo Alto cart and exer- 
cise wagon. The harness is kept in 
cabinets. The six berths for the men 
are single. and: when closed are en- 
tirely out of reach overhead. The 
door through which the rigs pass when 
taken out or put in is ten feet wide. 

The roof of the car is of the omni- 
bus style, thus allowing more than the 
ordinary room. Light is furnished 
with Pintsch gas burners and heat 
with a Baker steam heater. The car 
carries straight and combination air 
brakes, air signal and whistle and 
overhead and underneath steam coup- 
lers. There are two six-wheel trucks, 
the wheels being thirty-eight-inch 
Krupp steel, with double springs and 


double, reinforced, and the platform 
furnished with Miller, Jenny & Thor 
‘ley couplers and vestibule buffers. Be- 
‘tween the tracks, about the middle of 
‘the car, are two “wells’’ for fodder. 
‘The car is seventy-two feet.long and 
weighs 148,000 pounds, 

. The stable is entirely.for the private 
use of the magician. The car was fin- 
ished about -six weeks ago by the, Ohio 
Falls Car Company, at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., and is said to be: the most com- 
plete of its kind in the United States.

Judge Guthrie, Welch's at- 
torney, insisted on knowing the person 
Liversidge was so reluc- 
tant to reveal. ‘Who was the per- 
son,’ said Judge Guthrie, and to the 
surprise of every one in the courtroom, 
the inspector replied, ‘President Teed 
of the City Council! 80,” concluded 
Judge Owen, “‘there’s a chance for you 
to get a fine team on the strength of 
that testimony.” 

- Teed heard this story in silence, but 
td say that he was indignant at having 
his name coupled with such an unsa- 
vory transaction as the one which was 
aired in the Police Court, in connec- 
tion with this case, would be stating 
the case very mildly indeed. 
_As soon as possible Teed sought the 
office of the Street Superintendent, and 
to the head of the street department 
he uhbosomed himself, with words 
which well regulated lexicons are said 
not to define. Teed denounced the in- 
spector as a malicious llar, and scoun- 
drel generally, and gave his opinion 
in forceful terms of a départment that 
had fathered so many scandals as the 
street department. Teed had evidently 
been thinking about several things for 
some time, and yesterday improved the 
opportunity to give Street Superintend- 
ent Howard two or three sections of his 
mind. Howard attempted to defend 
himself and his department, but the 
jrate Councilman refused to listen to 
explanations of any sort. . 

To a Times reporter Teed talked 
freely of the affair, denouncing the tes- 
timony of Liversidge as a p sterous 
attempt of a rotten set of officials to 
introduce his name into a scandal, to 
divert, if possible, attention from them- 
selves and their crooked work. Teed 
declares that he does not and has not 
for years owned a horse of any kind, 
directly or tndirectly; that he does not 
know Welch, nor has he ever met him. 

Street Superintendent, Howard af- 
ected a sublime indifference to the 
whole affair, when spoken to by a 
Times reporter. He betieved he had 
heard of some such testimony as that 
complained of by Mr. Teed, but he was 
not personally interested in the affair. 
He regretted that Mr. Teed should so 
far forget himself as to use language 
unbecoming a gentleman, but that he 
(Howard) could not help it. 

“Of course, as your brother has been 
awarded the team in question, it is 
true that he has been drawing pay for 
the past year, for the team’s services 
while employed at the time, in your 
department?” 

“It would seem so,” coldly replied 
the Street Superintendent. | 

“That is a rather disreputable pro- 
ceeding, is it not?” 

“Well,” said Howard, “I should not 
have permitted it if'I had known it, 
of course.”’ 

“Then you will, of course, discharge 
the man who was guilty of hoodwink- 
ing you, and making a tool of your 
department, who in this case happens 
to be your brother?” 

“Oh no—no:” hastily replied the 
Street Superintendent. “He is a ca- 
pable man, and I should not think of 
discharging him. Oh, no.” 

Around the City Hall the opinion is 
freely expressed that the Street Super- 
intendent has connived _with _his 
brother in this and other matters, 
which, to say the least, has not, in 
their operation, reflected credit on the 
department. Meanwhile Col. Teed 
nurses his wrath and awaits the ap- 
pearance of Leversidge, who will 
doubtless be treated to a pleasant little 
séance when the president of the Coun- 
cil hag the opportunity to converse 
with, him.

$2.59 per ton can he made by using pe- 
troleum.

Russia for several years. Puring the 
past few months the company has been 
looking around for a site for the wurks 
and for a good copper mine upon whieh 
to rely for a supplv of ore, 4s it is Mme 
tended to mae a specialty of copper, 
at least in the beginning. The com- 
pany has now seeured control of a cop- 
per mine in Fresno cownty known as 


in 1886, an] several hundred tons were 
shipped 19 Baltimor:, ‘ht the high 
rate of freight and lew price of copper 
stood in ‘he way of development. > 
mine is by 200 feet of tunneling 
and shafts, showing several thcusand 
tons of copper pvrites, which are ssid 
to average 52 to 25 per cent. copper and 
$15 to $20 per ton in gold, the ie@ge 
being from 36 to if feet wide.

STRONG LANGUAGE DELIVERED 
FROM THE SUPREME BENCH. 


YA Party Guilty of Sach an Inex- 
excusable Breach of Good Plead- 
img as Exhibited ts not Entitled 
to Have it Lightly Condoned,.” 


The Supreme Court has reversed the 
judgment of the Superior Court of Riv- 
erside county in the case of George W. 
Ryan, plaintiff and respondent, vs. 
Clara Holiday and others, defendants, 
and Heber Ingle, administrator, etc. 
appellant. While the legal points 
touched on in the opinion are not of un- 
usually absorbing interest, the lan- 
guage of the opinion, in commenting on 
certain pleadings, is of a character 
rarely indulged in by the State's high- 
est tribunal. 

In introduction the opinion says: 

“The judgment in this case must be 
reversed for want of any averment that 
the note secured by the mortgage 
sought to be foreclosed has not been 

d. The only allegation in this regard 
is: “That the interest on said note and

The fact that no demurrer was inter- 
posed, and that judgment went by de- 
fault makes no essential difference, 
since the defect goes to the statement 
of w cause of action, and that defect is 
not waived by a failure to demur.” 

Continuing the opinion says: “While 
Wwe are reluctant, as suggested in Not- 
man vs. Green (90 Cai., 173,) to reverse 
a judgment upon such a technicality, 
and especially in favor of a defendant 
who has apparently stood by and per- 
mitted the court below to overlook an 
error susceptible of easy correction, 
and then takes advantage of such er- 
ror on appeal, and while we would 
avoid the necessity, if possible, never- 
theless, on the other hand, that consid- 
eration is largely neutralized by the 
further one, that a party guilty of such 
an inexcusable breach of good pleading 
as is here exhibited is not entitled to 
have it lightly condoned, but should 
suffer the consequences.” 

The opinion is signed by Justice, Van 
Fieet,. and is concurred in by Justices 
Harrison and Garoutte.

SOCIAL SCANDAL. 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES AGAINST 
TWO PEOPLE. 


Charies G. Compton and Mrs, Mary 
‘KK. Spilman Arrested for a Seri- 
ous Offense, on Complaint of W. 
T. Spilman, the Injured Hasband, 


W. T. Spilman, president of the Spil- 
man Suburban Water Company, as- 
tonished the people in the District At- 
torney’s office yesterday by applying 
for a warrant for the arrest of his 
wife; Mary K. Spilman, and his’ book- 
keeper, Charles G. Compton, on thé 
charge of adultery. The officers were 


loth to grant such a request, and tried 


to dissuade Mr. Spilman from his pur- 
pose. But he was detérmined in his 
course and produced such indubitable 
proof of his charges that it was their 
plain duty to issue complaints and let 
the law take its course. .— 

After Mr. Spilman had sworn to the 
complaint that put the brand of 
felony on his wife he faipted. 

Warrants were placed in Constable 
de la Monte’s hands to serve, and that 
officer, assisted by his deputy, Wilson, 

and Detective J. BE. Gross, proceeded 
to serve them. yen 

_. Although Mr. Spilman claimed to 
have ample proof of his charges, he 
desired to have the accused couple ar- 
rested under such circumstances that 
there could: be no question as to their 
guilt. He accordingly, with the as- 
sistance of the officers, laid a trap, 
which was sprung at the opportune 
time, and resulted in the capture of 
both as. desired. - 

After leaving the District Attorney’s 
office Mr. Spilman went. to his own 
office in the Bradbury Block and told 
his ‘book-keeper, Compton, that he had 
business at Santa Monica, and would 
go there on the evening train, remain- 
ing all night. Compton drove him to 
the depot, and saw him off. Then, 
thinking the husband was out of the 
way; he proceeded to spend the even- 
ing "with Mrs. Spilman, at her resi- 
dence, No. 231 East Twenty-seventh 
street, as had been expected. 

Mr. Spilman went only as far as Uni- 
versity street, where he joined the of- 

ficers, and proceeded with them to the 
Spilman residence, where they lay in 
wait till Comptcn arrived and was ad- 
mitted. After the :children had been 
put to bed, Compton and Mrs. Spil- 
man themselves, apepared.to retire. 

After the watchers had waited Icng 
enough*to make sure of their surmises, 
they entered the house. Compton, at 
the first sound of alarm, took refuge in 
a closet in the kitchen, where he was 

. discovered before he had time to dress 

himself. Mrs. Spilman was found in 
her bedroom in. her nightdress. Comp- 
ton’s shoes were under her bed. 

Mrs. Spilman almost went into hys- 
terics when arrested. Compton k the 


matter coclly. “Hello, Dad,” d he as’ 


-Mr. Spilman, pale as a ghcest and 


trembling with rage, came in. “I’ve 


caught you at last, you rascal,” said 


Spilman,. “and will make you suffer for’ 


this.”’

SONG OF THE NIGHTINGALE. 


Small Wonder that it Has Called Out 
Tributes im Bwery Language. 

(Benjamin Kidd, in the December 
Century:) Hark! From the depths of 
the straggling thicket which skirts the 
wéods there comes now a scund in 
which there is somethig curiously 
weird when heard for the first time 
and from a distance. It is a bird sing- 
ing in the night. Clear, soft, and dis- 
tinct, the notes rise and fall in the 
silence. It is the nightingale; this is a 
favorite haunt of the birds. It is sur- 
prising how far the sound travels; even 
after a quarter of a mile has been tra- 
versed in its direction it is still a consid- 
erable distance off. Similar soundscome 
now from the pses above, but the 
birds have each appropriated a situa- 
tion; solitary they sit without changing 
positicn, each in continuous song 
throughout the night. It is the male 
bird which thus sings to the female as 
she sits on the nest. 

It is only a few steps from the thicket 
at last, and the songster cannot be 
more than twenty yards off. You do 
nct wonder now at the estimate of the 
extraordinary quality of the bird's 
song, nor that it should have stirred 
the tongues of men to _ strophes in 
many languages. Full, rich and liquid 
the notes fall with'a strange loudness 
into the still night. Yet it is not so 
much the form of the song itself which 
is remarkable as the passion with 
whichitseemsto thrill. Sweet, s-w-e-e-t, 
8-w-e-e-e-t—lower and : tenderer the 
long-drawnm out notes come, the last 
of the series prcelonged till the air vi- 
brates as if a wire had been struck, 
and the solitary singer seems almost to 
choke with the overmastering intensity 
of feeling in the fina) effort. 

The stars shine through the feathery 
branches of the silver birches as vou 
listen; the hoarse bay of the watch-dog 
st{ll comes at intervals on the breeze; 
far down the valley burns the red eye 
of the railway signal; in the distance 
@ coal train is slowly panting south- 
ward, a pillar of fire seeming to pre- 

e it when the white light from the 
engine fire shines upon the steam; but 
the bird still sings on and on. It is 
lost in a world to which ycu have no 
key; it has not changed its position nor 
ceased its song since sunset, and it will 
be singing still with the dawn. Strange 
infinity of nature! Thus must its kind 
have sung here while the name of Eng- 
land was yet unfashioned on men’s 
lips, and it was still-a pathless wood 
‘to the northern Thames. Thus do the 
birds sing still on the fringes of mod- 
ern Babylon, cbvious and indifferent 
to all that men consider the vast im- 
port of the seething life beyond. 


The Evolution of Woman. 


(Charles Dudley Werner, in Harper’s 
Magazine for December:) The changes 
in the nineteenth century have no 
doubt been more radical than those of 
the eighteenth were, and they go on at 
an accelerated pace, but they have their 
root in two forces long maturing. One 
is populer education, and the other is 
what is called the emancipation of 
woman. This latter is viewed by some 
as her escape from a state of depen- 
dence, and by others as hér loss of the 
sort of chivalric devotion that was once 
paid to her, and which éhe took as due 
to her sex. A change of this sort in 
progress necessarily produces confu- 
sion. For the fact is that women have 
not yet fully realized the meaning of 
the position they desired. They wanted 
equality with men in regard to prop- 
erty, occupations ‘and the choice of 
making what they could of their lives, 
but they have been at the same time 
unwilling to surrender the privileges of 
their sex. This is as much as saving 
that few of them, as yet, are willing 
ta assume the full bility of the 
struggle for life. This, of course, is not 
their fault. The instincts and the vVa- 
rious organizations of centuries are 
not to be escaped in one hour of free- 
dom. Man has been. knocked about 
and has had to fight for his own 60 
long that he expects nothing that he 
does not win on its merits; or, rather, 
he does not reckon on any leniency of 
judgment on his work because he is a 
man. The work. must speak for itself. 
In time woman will also learn, if she 
will be independent up to the limits of 
her full physical and. mental power, 
that she can ask no allowance for work 
of any sort because it is the production 
of a woman. .But it is perfectly nat- 
ural in the present state of develop- 
ment that she should expect protec- 
tion, while she demands almost abso- 
lute freedom and equality in all oppor- 
tunities. And I believe that when the 
socia] state is settied in the new order 
(let us call it the order of education 
and of justice,) the relation of the 
sexes, so far as dependence and mu- 
tual help go, will be not very different 
from what it ts now. Women, having 
ventured -as far as they can in assum- 
ing the work of the world | hitherto 
done by men, will find. that. nature, 
after all, is governed by laws that 
cannot be set aside, and that woman 
has duties, impossible for men to per- 
form, which cannot be neglected. And 
men will learn that there is much in 
the activities of life which women 
can perform well and _ per- 
haps better than they, and* this 
they will cheerfully accord, while 
treating them still as women. In that 
way concord of view and of purpose will 
come egain. But it may be safely pre- 
dicted that it will hot come until som~ 
further experiments have been tried, 
until the complete education of women 
puts them in possession of the full ex- 
ercise of their natural powers and ca- 
pacities, and teaches them their limita 
tions, and the peculiar duties that be- 
long to the human family by reason of 
the difference of sex. No one any lon- 
ger disputes the right of woman to the 
fullest development of her powers bv 
the education to be got from books and 
from life. Just now it seem to be as- 
sumed that this education should be 
exactly the same as that given to men. 
This experiment is bound to be tried t- 
the end. ‘While it is in progress there 
will be extravagences of conduct. There 
will be women aping men in manners 
and in dress, and losing the qualities 
that make women most lovely and 
agreeable to their own sex as well as 
to men; and there will be men who will 
declare that the education of women is 
» total mistake, because it is destruc. 
tive of those -feminine qualities and 
charms which make the world interest. 
ing and endurable. We have faith, 
however, that natufe’s laws are un'- 
form, and that trees will continue to 
bear fruit of their kind. We hav- no 
fear that the educated woman will be- 
come only 4 man. She herself will he 
as fully conscious where her strength 
lies, and in the end will take the kind 
of education best fitted to develop he: 
feminine powcrs, and best fitted to the 
duties that nature has imposed upon 
her. We have not got very far with 
general education yet. but no one 
doubts that the salvation of societv de- 
pends upon it. or that in a well-bal- 
anced world the education of the one 
sex is as desirable ag that of the other. 
To educate both alike might prodve 
monotony, and sacrifice some of the 
best qualities in each: A man, for in- 
stance, would be of small account if he 
owed his whole training to an o!d -fash- 
tioned female seminary. and it is quite 
Helievable that the higher education of 
women must include graces and ac- 
complishments not suited to-men, and 
not in the curriculum now béing tried 
for them.

The Indian epic of “Hiawatha” took 
the world by surprise, writes Hezekiah 
Rittterworth in an article “How Long- 
fallow Wrote His Best-Known Poems” 
In December Lad'‘es’ Home Journal. Its 
form and its matter were for a long 
time mysteries. How could a Cambridge 


literary recluse produce such an epic? 


Certain critics claimed that the idea, 
form and magic treatment of the poem 
had been borrowed from a Scandina- 
vian sage, and the implication greatly 
isturbed his publishers, and must bave 
caused his sensitive spirit great pain. 
It partly eclipsed for a time the new 
star in the literary horizon on which 
all eyes were fixed. The criticism was 
disarmed, the wonder grew; a fixed 
star had appeared. But the mystery 
of the poem is simply solved. Long- 
fellow desired to. produce an epic that 
should be in sympathy with all that 
was most beautiful and noble in the 
vanishing Indian race. Abraham Le 
Fort, an Onondaga chieftain, had fur- 
nished Schoolcraft, the historian, much 
Indian lore and many mystie traditions. 
with certain Indian vocabularies, -in 


sounds of many words indicated their 
meaning. These traditions and roceb- 
niaries made the work of the poet easy 
One only needs to read Schoolcraft, to 
whom the poet acknowledged his in- 
debtedness, to see how. «his.

CURING LEMONS. A, J. Everest, 
secretary of the Everest rancho of Riv- 
erside, Cal, which .is probably the 
largest citrus plantation in Southern 
California, has written lately to the 


of curing California lemons. 

growing of lemons will soon become es 
great an industry as is, at the present 
time, the growing of eranges, every- 
thing which will help to throw light on 
the subject of curing them is always 
a subject of interest. Mr. Everest 
writes: 

“We pick our lemons whenever they 
are large enough, without regard to 
color, preferably while green or Slightly 
turned, taking care that no smaller 
than 300 size to the box is picked, as 
the fruit shrinks some in curing, and 
thus increases the number to the box. 
We have used rings to determine the 
size, but find it too much trouble to 
try a ring on each lemon, and now give 
each packer a lemon of the proper size, 
and let him compare his pickings con- 

“After being picked we haul them to 
the shed, and pile them up in the pick- 
ing boxes for two or three weeks, or 
until ‘most of the moisture is Gried out 
before placing them in the curing-h ure. 
We then wrap each lemon in tissue pa- 
per, and lay them on trays one layer 
deep, having previously graded the 
fruit, We then store them in our cur- 
ing-house which, is made with: double 
walls, filled in with sawdust to keep 
the room at an even temperature. We 
have ventilators in ceiling and floor of 
room, and regulate amount of fresh air 
and temperature by them, - ajlowing 
to stand from 56.to 60 as 
a ru 2, 

“Storage curing trays are about three 
inches deep with a cleat on each end 
raising them up to allow the air to 
circulate among the fruit and keep ev- 
erything dry as far as advisable. 

“We find that fruit picked early and 
while quite green, say in November, al- 
ways cures the best, and with the least 
pessible shrinkage or loss by decay. 

“When packing the fruit for ship- 
ment, the wraps that were used for 
curing, can be used except where the 
paper has been moistened by decay in 
the vicinity, or is torn or wet from 
other causes. It is better to remove 
all old wraps, regrade the fruit, and 
then pack the same as oranges, using

LAWS. Joseph G. Donnelly, United

The benefits that 
‘would accrue to that country through 
closer commercial relations with e 
United States would be greatly in ex- 
cess of any that would accrue to the 
people of country. 


TREATING OIL WELLS. Accord- 
ing to the American Manufacturer an- 
other test was made at Findlay, O., of 
the method of treating oil wells with 
hydrochloric acid. It is known as the 
Van Dyke-Frasch method. The test is 
said to have been a marked success. 
The well upon which the test was 
made is owned by the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany, near Findlay.” One hundred and 
eighty carboys of acid were used in 
the well. Before the test the well 
yielded about five barrels of oll a day. 
A few days later the yield had in- 
creased to thirty-five barrels a day. 


CAUCASIAN CRUDE OILS. A trans- 
lation from a German chemical treatise 
describes the process by which the 
crude Caucasian oils are refined. It 
says: “The refining of the distilled 
product is accomplished by treating it 
with sulphuric acid of 66 deg. Be., a 
solution of soda and by washing it 
with. water.. The factory handles an- 
nually 3600 to 4000 tons of crude oil, and 
produces: therefrom 2800 to 3200 tons 
of petroleum of .825 specific gravity, 
and 600 to 600 tons of heavy mineral 
oils of from 0.885 to 0.906 specific grav- 
ity. _Of by-products there are pro- 
duced annually 120 tons of machine 
oll, 100 tons of solid greases and sixty 
tons of different other products. This 
factory consumes annually 1000 tons of 
coal, 130 tons of sulphuric acid, eight 
tons of soda-ash and eight tons of 
quick-lime,

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


LIVELY SHIPMENTS OF ORANGES TO 
THE EASTERN MARKETS. 


A Successor for a Resigned Trustee. 
Faneral Expenses of the Late 
Judge HBrunson—The 
Minister Suing for His Fee. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 12.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Although Trustee 
Barton's resignation does not take ef- 
fect until January 1, the question of his 
successor is already being discussed, 
both in the Board of Trustees and by 
citizens of the ward generally. Who- 
ever may. be chosen will be elected for 
a term of about fifteen months, or until 
April, 18¥7, when Mr. Barton's term 
would expire. ae 

The matter has already been dis- 
cussed by the majority in the baard, 
and it has leaked out that E. E. Kats 
and A. Horowitz have both been men- 
tioned for the place and are favorably 
considered. Mr. Katz, as secretary of 
the Mercantile Association, was very 
promirent in the last municipal cam- 
paign, having personal direction of 
many of the details, which led to the 
election of the entire ticket by large 
majorities. Mr. Horowitz was also 
promihent in the association, and lacked 
but one voteof being elected City Treas- 
urer to succeed George M. Cooley when 
he resigned. 

But other candidates are also in the 
field. H. Lesher announced yester- 
day his serious determination to stand 
for the place, when the question of the 
election comes up. On the streeis the 
name of G. A. Atwood is mentioned fre- 
quently, and is suggested as a candi- 
date who would be very acceptable to 
ali factions in city politics. While pres- 
ident +f the Mercantile Association, he 
is regarded as a very conservative mem- 
ber, one who has even suggested that 
the old line of division be wiped out and 
a board of trade formed which would 
enlist the support of all the business 
men and property-owners of the city.. 

EARLY ORANGE HARVEST. 

For the first time in the history of 
the orange industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia, the orange harvest opened with 
the month of December, and the or- 
chards of this valley will furnish most 
of the oranges which will supply the 
holiday market at the East. 

There is another feautre of the situa- 
tion which is exceedingly satisfactory 
to orchardists. There is many an 
owner who, this season, will receive 
more for his c of oranges than he 
could have sold his land for in the 
spring, The crop is so large and the 
prices promise so well that it is no ex- 
aggeration to make this statement. 

About 120 carloads have thus far been 
shipped. Of these about 100 cars have 
been billed out from this station By the 
Santa Fe, and twenty cars from Colton 
by the Southern Pacific. At all of the 
exchanges and all the packing-houses 
work is now in full blast, and it seems 
quite certain that from 400 to 500 cars 
will have been shipped by December. 25, 
not am inconsiderable portion of the 
crop. This is more surprising When it 
is remembered that only a very few 
cars had been shipped at Christmas last 
year. 

And the price is still as satisfactory 
as could be wished. Good navels are 
selling f.0.b. at. $2.25 per box, and the 
demand is in excess of the supply. 
Whether this price will rule after New 
Year’s is a question in which orange 
men are interested, but with careful 
marketing the impression prevails that 
there will be no drop in prices. ; 

The market opened last year at $2.50, 
but it very quickly went down to §2. 
Later it rallied to $2.26, and in rare 


cases $2.40 was paid. 

The Redlands district alone reports 
that about fifty cars have been shipped, 
and estimetes that 100 cars will go out 
before Christmas, or almost one-sixth 
of the total crop of the district. — 

A NEW MUSICAL SOCIETY. 

The “Haydn Choral Society” is the 
result of the movement toward a per- 
manent musical society, which has re- 
cently been made in this city. The 
second preliminary meeting was held 
at the Stewart last night, when the or- 
ganization was completed and the work 
of the society organized.

Some differences of opinion manifested 
themselves, while this point was being 
decided, an element in the society 
favoring some lighter work to begin 
with, but the majority was against it.

The true inwardness of thé 
board’s action is said to be due to in- 
fluence exerted by the liquor men 
who favor high license, and who 
hope by the action of the town board 
to forestall any action which the 
Board of Supervisors may have had in 
contemplation in the matter of increas- 
ing the Nquor license. Under a recent 
decision of the Supreme Court the 
validity of any act passed by the Su- 
pervisors which may affect city li- 
censes, is questioned. As the county 
license is $600 in advance, the present 
rate fixed by the Town Trustees will 
make the rate uniform throughout the 
county. In all there are 21 saloons in 
the county, which at $600 each, makeg 
a tidy revenue from this ore source.

SAN FRANCISCO, December 12.—The 
complaint is now being prepared by 
Notigues and Boone in a lawsuit which 
promises most interesting developments 
when it is brought to trial in the 
United States Circuit Court. The law 
firm will bring the suit in behalf of cer- 
tain stockholders of the Los Angeles 
Consolidated Electric Railway to de- 
clare void the recent sale of the road 
to the bondholders and for an account- 


ing. 

The affairs of the Los Angeles road 
were brought before the public some 
time ago during the excitement over 
the failure of the Pacific Bank and the 
trial of R. H. McDonald. The bank 
was heavily interested in the Los Ange- 
les Street Railway Company and the 
railroad stock was counted as part of 
the assets of the defunct institution. 
At that time the affairs of the electric 
road were in such a condition that the 
stock was some distance below par. 

It was said that the road was losing 
money, and that there was no 'mmedi- 
ate prospect for its success. Some 
months ago the bondholders formed a 
combination by which they secured a 
majority of the stock ahd the absolute 
control of the property. In effect a sale 
of the entire plant was made. M. H. 
Sherman was installed as president of 
the company with the announced un- 
derstanding that he would represent 
the stockholders. The road is .aow sald 
to be on a paying basis and some of 
the stockholders compiain that they 
were deprived of their property rights 
in an illegal and most unwarranted 
manner. The charges in the complaint 
are severe and direct and allege that 
the so-called sale of the road was in 
fact nothing more than an appropria- 
tion of property.

STEVENSON’S 3 SAMOAN HOME. 


A Tree-embowered House on a Large 
Piantation in Upola. 


The December St. Nicholas publishes 
a number of Robert Louls Stevenson's 
“Letters to Young Friends.” Lioyd 
Osborne, Stevenson's step-son, de- 
scribes the novelist’s Samoan home as 
follows, in the introduction to the let- 
ters: 

Mr. Stevenson knew as little as you 
do about Samoa and the remote South 
Seas when, several years ago, he came 
to San Francisco and set sall in a 
beautiful schooner yacht, hoping the 
trade wind would blow him to some 
pleasant isle, where he might get well 
and strong again. The “Shining 
Ship" (for that was what the natives 
called her) poked her snarp nose into 
many a sweet bay and dark-blue la- 
goon, and passed from island to isl- 
and through calm and  ~storm, and 
picked her way through  surf-swept 
reefs, where the sharks played like 
minnows beneath her keel, but she 
came no nearer the haven for which 
she wasinsearch. At last she reach 
an island called Oahu, which was so 
pleasant to look at, and so agreeable 
to live in, that Mr. Stevenson thought 
his voyage was over. The King of 
Oahu was a very ble man, too, 
and wished Mr. Stevenson never to go 
away, but to stay with him all his 
life and be his friend. So Mr. Steven- 
son stayed many months in Oahu, and 
would have been very happy and con- 
tented had it not been for the trade 
wind, who was always telling him 
about the fine islands further on, until 
he was persuaded to say good-by to 
the King and set sail again. 

The Trade Wind took him a long 
road and throvgh many queer and 
dangerous places before he brought 
him within sight of Upolu, in Samoa, 
and told him to pack up and go 
ashore, which Mr, Stevenson was very 
glad to do, for he quite agreed with 
the Trade Wind that Upolu was the 
finest island in the.whole ocean. Here 
he bought a large’tract of land, which 
he called “Vailima,” and built a big 
house, and planted bananas and bread- 
fruit trees and cocoanuts and mangos 
and other trees with starnge names, in 
order to feed the brown people who 
gathered about him and made him the 
head of their tribe. They called him 
“Tusitala,”” or the “Writer of Tales,” 
for his own name was too hard for 
them to say. In a short time Mr. 
Story-teller grew well and strong, just 
as he hoped he would, and remained 
grateful all his days to the Trade 
Wind for bringing him to Upolu: and 
he always made it a point of speaking 
kindly about it in his books. 


LOVER OR FEATHERS. 


A Mediaeval Florentine Tale Has a 
Modern Moral. 


There is a story in the December Har- 
per’s which illustrates the absolute fu- 
tility of a man’s attempt to interfere 
in the domain of feminine dress. The 
story'is told by Thomas ‘Wharton, and 
concerns a Florentine love episode of 
the time of the Lorenzo Medici. The 
hero cherished a Dante or Petrar- 
clan affection for a noble lady. To her 
he addressed sonnets: for her he did 
great deeds. For six years he plaved 
the part of perfect Reve as worship- 
ful at the end as at the beginning. 
Then one day she told him that he 
might claim a reward at her hands. 
He had a poet's sonl. He loved tender- 
ness, and he loathed to see his lady 
decked with the feathers of birds. He 

ed her, as a boon, to ceese wear- 
ing them, and deep was her disgust and 
prompt her expression of it. 

Then, as the result of a plot, he being 
a friend of the Medicis, was cast into 
a dungeon, where he had time to medi- 
tate on Madonna Ghita’s canricious- 
ness and heartlessness, and his heart 
returned from its poetic wanderings 
after her as after a star to his wife 
Francesca. He was released from 
prison and went to her, and her joy 
was great et his safety, and she for- 
gave him his poet's truant fancy. Then 
he noticed that she, too, wore the feath- 
ers, and he begged her to give them up. 
And then the storm that she hed de- 
nied his coldness and his fickleness 
burst forth, and right soundly did the 
wifely Francesca berate her lord that 
he should dare dictate to her concern- 
ing her apparel.
